END SUMMARY. 

1. TRANSPORTATION ASSIGNMENTS FOR SECRETARY'S PARTY ARE 
LISTED IN THIS MESSAGE, SUBJECT TO ANY MODIFICATION WHICH 
DEPT AND/OR SECRET SERVICE MAY WISH TO MAKE. ASSIGNMENTS 
ARE MADE ON BASIS THREE ASSUMPTIONS: (A) OFFICIAL PARTY 
PLUS INTERPRETER N WFEL PLUS SECURITY PERSONNEL WILL 
PROCEED BY HELICOPTER FROM AIRPORT TO PRESIDENTIAL 
PALACE FOR TALKS AND LUNCH PRIOR TO RETURN TO AIRPORT 
(AS OUTLINED IN SCENARIO ALREADY APPROVED); (B) PRESS 
MEMBERS OF PARTY WILL PROCEED TO PRESS CENTER AT 
MININFO AS PER OUR 13959; (C) REMAINDER OF PARTY WILL 
PROCEED TO AMERICAN EMBASSY (IN ABSENCE OF INDICATION 
DEPT WISHES TO ACCEPT GOL INVITATION PROVIDE TOUR FOR 
NON- WORKING MEMBERS OF PARTY AS PER OUR 13931). SHOULD 
NON- WORKING MEMBERS OF PARTY WISH SOME OTHER PROGRAM, 
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2. TRANSPORTATION PROBLEM IS COMPLICATED BY NECESSITY 
TRAVEL BY HELICOPTER TO CEREMONIAL PRESIDENTIAL PALACE AT 
BEITEDDINE. PRESIDENT FR ANGIE WISHES MEETING AND LUNCH 
TO*BE HELD THERE INSTEAD OF WORKING PRESIDENCY AT BAABDA 
FOR REASONS OF SECURITY AND PROTOCOL. TRAVEL 

BY HELICOPTER TAKES LESS THAN 15 MINUTES, THEREFORE 
NO CHANGE REQUIRED IN APPROVED SCENARIO FOR OFFICIAL PARTY 
CONTAINED BEIRUT 13844. HOWEVER, TRAVEL TIME BETWEEN 
PAL*CE AND BEIRUT AND LIMITED NUMBER OF HELICOPTERS AVAILABLE 
MEANS THAT ANY EMBASSY PERSONNEL TO BE AT PALACE TO ASSIST 
OFFICIAL PARTY MUST BE THERE PRIOR TO ARRIVAL. THIS ALSO 
COMPLICATES QUESTION OF COURIER SERVICE BETWEEN EMBASSY 
AND SECRETARY’S PARTY (PARA 3.E. STATE 236140). 

3. IN ORDER DEAL WITH COMPLICATION NOTED PRECEDING PARA, 

WE WOULD APPRECIATE CLARIFICATION FOLLOWING POINTS: 

(A) HOW DOES SECRETARY WISH HANDLE NOTETAKING DURING 
FORMAL MEETINGS AND AT LUNCH, I.E., WILL MEMBER OF 
OFFICIAL PARTY TAKE NOTES OR WILL THERE BE ONE OF 
SECRETARY'S SPECIAL ASSISTANTS DO SO OR SHOULD WE ASSIGN 
EMBOFF FOR THIS PURPOSE? (B) SHOULD USIS INFO OFFICER 
ROSS WHO ASSIGNED ASSIST MR. VEST BE AT PALACE OR BE AT 
AIRPORT FOR PARTY'S ARRIVAL AND DEPARTURE (WHERE WE 
ASSUME PRESS CONTACTS WILL TAKE PLACE AS PER PARA 9 
OUR 13959)? (C) SHOULD WE REQUEST GOL MAKE AVAILABLE
